The Sunshine state has 
pinned its hopes on 
automatic inclusion of a 
Brisbane United side in 
the 1991 summer league 
under the changes to the 
National League _pro- 
posed in the Bradley 
Report, but the National 
League wants the changes 
amended to force new 
teams to qualify through 
the promotion play—offs. 

The NSL also wants the 
last—placed team only to 
be automatically _rele- 
gated and the second last 
team to enter the play— 
offs against the new 
hopefuls. 

The NSL is angry that 
the Bradley Report 
proposal will ultimately 
see the axing of some of 
their existing —_ clubs, 
particularly in Sydney. 

Queensland still has a

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IN the National Soccer League clubs 
hold their meeting on September 22 it 
would be to their own advantage to 

reflect upon to League’s future sponsorship and 
finances. 

The very existence of the competition is depen- 
dent upon the major sponsor. 

e very welcome Victorian Health Foundation 
and its partners have three years to their contract 
to go, and thereafter a new sponsor may well have 
to be found. 

There is a tendency still evident in NSL circles 
to visualise the NSL as a Melbourne — Sydney 
affair, with an add on from Adelaide. 

Any top flight commercial sponsor will be look- 
ing to penetrating many of the other major Aus- 
tralian markets — Brisbane, Newcastle, Wollon- 
gong, Canberra, as well as Perth if that was 
financially possible. 

And if the NSL can’t deliver then State 
or regionalised competitions will be the order of 
the day once again. 

Reports reaching this newspaper indicate that 
the NSL has missed too much of the point of the 
Bradley Report. 

The major centres must be all provided for, so 
long as they can produce . high quality teams, 
grounds, administration and marketing. 

And the whole show, including the hard-work- 
ing existing clubs, must be conducted to the max- 
imum degree of professionalism. 

There is no doubt that real and high 
class football will not be accomplished unless 
small-time politics is banished from the game for 
all time, 

Clubs must again be reminded of the successful 
packaging of cricket and rugby league after both 
sports had been down in the doldrums. 

There are no signs of these standards yet being 
even approached with the 15th NSL season about 
to commence. 

It would be ridiculous for the NSL not to fully 
accept the combined ASE/NSL business manage- 
ment plan set out by Dr Bradley. 

Now it remains for both bodies to agree on an 
extremely limited plan for access to the NSL and 


egress to the State Leagues for the leading clubs. 


The soccer public demands some top class, 
forward looking planning.

SEOUL — AUSTRA- 
LIA lost its first-ever 
match against South

To say that the score

One match stood be- 
tween Australia and an 
embarrassing hiding — 
goalkeeper Robert 
Zabica.

His drive was only 
parried by goalkeeper 
Zabica and Byun Byung 
Joo was on the spot to 
pot home the rebound 
despite a desperate 
lunge by an Australian 
defender. 

Australia just had no

IMPROVEMENTS 
to Hindmarsh Sta- 
dium will have to 
be well underway 
by midway 
through next year 
or South Austr:

There was a Gov- 
ernment prediction the 
rest of the project 
could go ahead under 
funding allocated in 
the 1991-92 State 
Budget. 

But business offi- 
cials are not so con- 
vinced the economic 
position will have im- 
proved considerably, if 
at all, by next year. 

The original 
announcement of Gov- 
ernment backing for 
the stadium was made 
amid a glare of public- 
ity in a crucial pre- 
election time with soc- 
cer-loving, key ethnic 
voters sure to be im- 
pressed. 

But now this un- 
popular stance is taken 
at a lower-risk mid- 
term time you can 
understand soccer 
cynicsm over any 
promises of finance to 
complete the improve- 
ments, 

Significantly, the 
Minister for Recrea- 
tion and Sport, Mr 
Mayes in a Press re- 
lease said: ‘‘While I 
hope the 1991-92 
Budget contains 
enough funding for the 
rest of the building 
program there is no 
guarantee this funding 
will be available.” 

Vessey and FIFA 
vice-president Harry 
Cavan visited Hind- 
marsh earlier this year 
and did not grant it 
approval as a 1993 
World Youth Cup 
venue as facilities were 
not up to scratch. 

“I expect a further 
inspection to be under- 
taken mid-1991. 
Therefore improve- 
ments will need to be 
completed or sufficient 
evidence available to 
convince the FIFA 
officials that such im- 
provements will be 
completed,’ Vessey 
told SA.

Colombian referee scandal

The ban on all officially 
sanctioned international 
games in Colombia be- 
cause of alleged death 
threat against a referee has 
provoked an emotional 
outery in Colombia. 

“This decision is dispro~ 
portionate, out of place and 
offensive,” said Education 
Minister Alfonso Valdi- 
vieso, whe-oversees pro— 
fessional sports in Colom— 
bia. 


The South American So— 
ccer Federation (CSF), last 
week, barred Colombia and 
its club teams from hosting 
any CSF sanctioned 
tournament games. 

The ban inmediately 
postponed a Libertadores 
Cup semifinal match 
scheduled for last Wed— 
nesday between Colom— 
bia's Atletico Nacional and 
Paraguay's Olimpia in 
Medellin. 

The action came after Rio 
de Janeiro club Vasco da 
Gama filed a complaint with 
the CSF claiming that 
referee Juan Daniel 
Cardellino of Uruguay was 
threatened with death 
before last Wednesday's 
match against Atletico, and 
that Cardellino had — sup- 
ported their allegation. 

As a result of such decision 
referees from Argentina, 
Brazil, Uruguay and 
Paraguay told the South 
American Soccer Fede 
ration they might refuse to 
work in Colombia because 
of threats to their safety, a 
league spokesman said 


“It's becoming increasingly 
difficult to find referees who 
are willing to travel to 
Colombia to work", added 


the spokesman, who asked 
his name not be used. 

The development follows 
the complaint by Vasco da 
Gama of Brazil that referees 
in its August 29 
Libertadores Cup quarter— 
final match against defen— 
ding champion Atletico 
Nacional of Medellin were 
threatened with death by 
gunmen if the Colombian 
team lost. 

Atletico won the match 2-0 
in Medellin and advanced 
to the semifinals though 
league officials are de— 
bating whether to award the 
victory to Vasco da Gama, 
or let it stand but require 
Atletico to play the rest of 
the tournament outside 
Colnmbia. 

The director of Olimpia of 
Paraguay said his team's 
safety was threatened be— 
fore its match in the 
championship game last 
year against Atletico al 
Medellin. Olimpia lost on 
penalty shots. 
“Colombians themselves 
suffered... The effects of 
violence last year when 
referee Alvaro Ortega was 
killed by unknown 
(gunmen), which resulted 
in the suspension of the 
championship for several 
months," the league 
spokesman said. 

In addition to the tour~ 
nament ban, the CSF said it 
will investigate the incident 


“and has scheduled an 


emergency meeting at its 
headquarters in Asuncion,

ACT Federation 
mends bridges

THE ACT Scocer Federation 
has moved to improve the 
strained relations between 
it and the area’s leading 
club, Canberra Croatia, 
over statements by presi- 
dent Ron Watkins that he 
would not give support to 
Croatia's effort to enter the 
Quit National League. 

Federation vice president Steve 
Darby said that although Wat- 
kins had taken great pains to 
stress his was a personal view, 
there was still a misconception 
that his remarks constituted offi- 
cial policy. 

“In order to clarify the situa- 
tion we stress the Federation hi 
no intention of putting any 
pediment in the way of Croatia 
entering the NQNSL in 1990 
should it win promotion,” he 
said.

The size of the crowd was pleasing but even 
more impressive was its make-up. It was the purest 
of examples of a cross-section of our modern Aus- 
tralian society. 

There were people of all ages. classes and both 
sexes — a great many were Australian born (like 
myself), while others had Australian parentage op 
both sides of their family. 

Mixed in with us were migrants from all parts of 
the world. 

What most of those who so blindly and narrowly 
follow the rugby codes or Australian rules would 
find incomprehensible is that such a crowd on that 
tension-filled occasion could have been not only 
friendly and co-operative but also passionately 
pro-Australian. - 

In my more than two decades of watching the 
Socceroos, the support they gave was definitely the 
noisiest and most patriotic. 

Has this ever happened in Australian soccer 
before? 

Well at club level probably only twice. The 
second time was the brief but s| larly suc- 
cessful reign of the community-| Newcastle 
KB United which was modelled on its national 
capital predecessor. 

The first occasion was with Canberra City in 
1978-79. The then recently formed club had just 
moved its home games to Bruce Stadium. 

The Canberra public to identify with the 
club because it was not preserve of any one 
ethnic group but was seen to represent the city. 
Despite this, the club failed to get the moral or 
financial support of the city’s ethnic clubs. 

Within a couple of years, a meeting of founda- 
tion members was asked to approve the financial 
and decision-making involvement of the Greek- 
supported Downer Olympic Club. 

‘At that meeting I was alone in opposing such a 
move, saying that a link with any one ethnic club 


would kill Canberra City. My fellow members felt 
that life could still go on with little change. Perhaps 
now, with Canberra City and its ideals long buried, 
they are wiser — but are those who control Can- 
berraCroatia? 

I have been among Croatian crowds both in 
Canberra and Sydney many times over the years 
and the poor image they have in the broader 
community is most undeserved.

This is just the sort of balance the sport needs, 
but sadly no ethnic club in Australian soccer histo- 
kh mae ed the sizeable, regular 
‘support of a different ethnic group's supporters, let 
alone the wider Australian community. 

Why have the Socceroos and, in their time, 
Canberra City and Newcastle been successful? The 
answer is clearly their willingness and ability to 
appeal to the whole community rather than a 
narrow, ethnic group. 

In these times, when pressure groups can make 
governments feel it is important to adopt multi- 
cultural policies, many migrants and particularly 
their children search for acceptance in the broader 
community. 

Associating themselves with the current club 
Set-up is not acceptable to many but the Socceroos 
are an appropriate outlet. 

‘Some facts about the game and its impact on our 
Society are relevant here: 

~Every week t Ts of thousands of men, 
women, Is enjoy playing the game —a 
majority of them Australiaet born, many with Aus- 
tralian backgrounds. 


* For years now advertising executives have ac- 
knowledged soccer’s status and potential by in- 
cluding soccer balls in advertisements designed to 
appeal to middle-class Australians. 

+ Soccer authorities have allowed a situation to 
exist where clubs playing at the national level are

backed by a single ethnic group. Most clubs have 
come from the three largest non-English speaking 
migrant groups — Italians, Greeks and those from: 
the geographic area of Yugoslavia. . 

*In 1976 Australia’s population was just under 
14 million. In the 14 seasons since the creation of 
the Ph er League in 1977 an average of 
nearly 100,000 migrants have arrived in this coun- 
try each year from nations where soccer is the 
national sport, if nota religion. 

*There has hardly been a single weekend in 
those 14 seasons when the total attendance at the 
National penee eas around the country — and 
at one stage were 24 teams — even reached 
50,000. 

Such a situation is not only disgraceful but be- 
trays how far removed the competition is from the 
hearts and minds of, obviously the broader Austra- 
lian community, definitely the general migrant

In the 89-90 season the successful South Mel- 
bourne Hellas was the Melbourne Greek commu- 
nity'’s only representative in the national 
competition. 

In a city that boasts one of the largest Greek 
populations in the world, they scrambled to aver- 
age barely 5000 — quite a number of whom were 
supporters of Melbourne clubs they opposed.

Has he ever paused to calculate how many non- 
Croatians attend Canberra Croatia's games? Has 
he ever understood that many people may feel 
uncomfortable among a crowd composed almost 
exclusively of one ethnic group? 

The only solution is for Canberra’s major ethnic 
groups to unite with the broader community and 
accept a minority role in any future National 
League set-up. 

_ In this way each can make a genuine contribu- 
tion to the future of the game they profess to love, 
rather than the narrow, self-serving stance adopted 
‘since Canberra City sold its soul for survival. 

Perhaps it was with an appreciation of what is 
required in the future that Ron Watkins made his 
comments opposing majority Croatian control. 

Ifso, he should be applauded for his realism, not 
forced to resign.

Each Club must
